To the Baptist Churches in New England, 

Dear Baetaren -—Will you read the follow- 
ing communication, and, if what is recommended 
meet your approbation, will you act accordingly? 
You are probably aware that the above named 
Union was orgenized two years ago last January, 
an] was called into existence by the voice of the 
Baptist denomination in New England, as far as 
it could then be ascertained. Many, who sustain 
a high rank in our churches for intelligence and 
piety, were present at its formation and gave it 
their hewty approval. They, and others who 
were not permitted to be present at its organiza- 
tion, who are acquainted with the object it 1s aim- 
ing to accomplish, still regard it” with much fa- 
vor and wish it great success. It is the desire of 
the Board to enlist all the churches in its favor, 
and solicit their kind co-operation. For this pur- 
pose, they have appointed the subscriber their 
Secretary and Agent ; and, as it will be impossi- 
ble for him to visit all the churches, he has 
thought proper to adopt this means of addressing 
you. A circular has been sent to the churches 
by the Board, which contains much of the infor- 
mation you may desire. You are there informed 
that the Society, at its late annual meeting, di- 
rected the Board to raise a capital oF $10,000 
within two years, which shall be used in pub- 


lishing 8S. 5. books, and sustaining the general | examine this subject anew and see if it has not, 


operations of the Board. ‘This capital, when once 
obtained, it is believed, will enable the Board to 
prosecute the important business entrusted to 
them for generations to come, without being 
obliged to solicit further pecuniary aid of the 
churches. [t will then be out of the way of other 
benevolent objects which have a strong claim up- 
on the prayers and alms of the friends of Zion.— 
Our friends will understand, therefore, that though 
they may the present year contribute more for 
the 5. S. cause than might be deemed a due pro- 
portion under other circumstances, yet this will 
be proper, inasmuch as what they may hereafter 
bestow to objects of christian benevolence may 
all be appropriated to sustain other religious en- 
teprises which call for pecuniary aid. 

The Union is in pressing want of funds, and as 
soon as they can be furnished. It has a deposi- 
tory ; and must have, if it shall continue to pub- 
lish buvks and accomplish the great purpases for 
which it was organized. That Depository has a 
debt upon it, which it is very desirable to remove 
at the earliest moment practicable. [t contains 
already a large assortment of books of an ap- 
proved character, besides its own publications. — 
{t is very important, however, that the number 
and variety of its books should be still more en- 
larged. Several! of the publications of the Union 
are out of print, and others nearly so, and new 
editions are called for. Manuscripts are on hand, 
which, if published, woulkl make very interesting 
and useful books, But the Board wisely hesitate 
to proceed in this work, till they have some sub- 
stantial evidence that they can do it safely.— 
Those who furnish materials for books, the prin- 
ters and binders, must all receive their pay soon 
after the work is performed. But some years may 
elapse before a sufficient number of these editions 
will be sold, to pay the expenses of their prepara- 
tion. Hence the absolute necessity of the pro- 
posed capital. 

It will not be forgotten that the primary object 
in the formation of the Union was to have a Pub- 
lication Society, which should furnish books 
adapted to the wants of our schools. Pressing 
calls have for a long time been made for new 
books of a denominational character as well as 
others; but no responsible body existed till re- 
cently, to supply this demand. It is well known 
that the present is a reading as well as a book- 
making age. Our children and youth will read, 
and if they be not well supplied with entertain- 
ing books of a religious character, which shall 
exert over them a pions and holy influence ; their 
time will be devoted to works of fiction, which 
will exert a deleterious influence on their general 
sentiments and moral feelings, and perhaps ruin 
their souls forever. Our Sabbath School Libra- 
ries should supply this demand. All are con- 


vinced of the high importance of Sabbath Schools | 


to the rising generation and those of maturer age; 
and that no other institution, the Christian Minis- 
try excepted, is doing so much to hasten the Jat- 
ter day glory. All must be aware, also, that well 
selected libraries are indispensable to the efficien- 
cy and success of Sabbath Schools. For our own 
schools we want books that will contain a full 
explicit, and uncompromising presentation of all 
those truths which the Holy Spirit has caused to 
be written for our instruction. Not merely those 
doctrines which are regarded by all evangelical 
denominations as essential to salvation, but all 
those great principles, comprehending the dis- 


tinctive views of our denomination, and are es- | 


sential to the perfecting of the Christian charac- 
ter, should be taught,—and taught in books for 
the young. No other religious sect, and no Un- 
ion Society can be expected to advocate our sen- 
uments for us. If we would have our children 
understand our principles and practice, and the 
reasons for them; we must teach them ourselves. 
We should be unwilling as Baptists to confine our 
children wholly to a course of religious instruc- 
tion, in which some of the most precious doctrines 
and practical truths of the Bible, are not recog.

ainful, faithful schoolmaster for seventy years; and | 
iad the singular favor of Heaven, that though he had | 
usefully spent his life among children, yet he had not 
become twice a child, but held his abilities, with his | 
usefulness, in an unusual degree, to the very last.” 

In the Sermon, Dr. Mather says, “it was noted, | 
that, when scholars came to be admitted into the Col- | 
lege, they who came from the Cheeverian education, | 
were generally the most unexceptionable. He flour- 
ished so long in the great work of bringing our sons 
to be men, that it gave him an opportunity to send 
forth many Bezalee/s and Aholiabs for the service of 
the tabernacle, and men fitted for all good employ- 
ments.

At the first meeting of the Kentucky Histori- 
cal Society the following anecdote of Indian gen- 
erosity and magnanimity was related by a gen- 
tleman distinguished in the annals of Kentucky, 
with whose permission we give it to the public 
through our paper: 

About the year 1784 or 1785, Mr. Andrew 
Rowan* embarked in a barge at the Falls of the 
Ohio, (where Louisville now stands) with a par- 
ty to descend the river, The boat having stop- 
ped at the Yellow Banks on the Indian side, 
some distance below, Mr. Rowan, borrowing a 
rifle of one of the company, stepped on shore, 
and strolled into the bottom, probably rather in 
pursuit of amusement than game; for from al- 
ways being of a feeble constitution and averse to 
action, he knew not how to use a rifle, and be- 
sides had with him but the single charge of am- 
munition which was in the gnn. He uncon. 
sciously protracted his stay beyond what he in- 
tended ; and returning to the spot where he had 
landed, saw nothing of the boat nor the company 
he had left. It being a time of hostility with the 
Indians, and suspicions of their approach having 
alarmed the party, they had put off, and made 
down the river with all possible haste, not daring 
to linger for their companion on shore. Mr, R. 
now found himself alone on the banks of the Ohio, 
a vast and trackless forest stretching around him, 
with but one charge of powder, and himself too 
unskilled in the use of the rifle to profit even by 
that, and liable at any moment to fall into the 


hands of the savages. The nearest settlement of 


the whites was Vincennes, (now in Indiana,) dis- 
tant probably about one hundred miles. Shaping 
his course as nearly as he could caleulate for 
this, he commenced his perilous and hopeless 
journey. 

Unaccustomed to travelling in the forest, he 
soon lost all reckoning of his way, and wandered
